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CONDITIONS OF BUSINESS 


The conditions of business, along with all other terms, conditions and notices 
set out in this auction catalogue, or announced by the auctioneer, form the 
terms on which Jeffrey Hoare Auctions, Inc. (JHA) contracts, as auctioneer, 
with actual and prospective sellers and buyers. These Conditions of Business 
apply to all aspects of the relationship of purchase and sale of property by auc- 
tion. It is therefore very important that you read these conditions carefully. By 
bidding or selling in this sale you agree to accept these conditions, and that 
these conditions shall govern all future dealings that may occur between you 
and JHA. 


You should note that JHA generally acts as an agent for the seller. Any con- 
cluded contract of sale is made directly between the seller and the buyer. You 
acknowledge that JHA is dependent on the seller for much of the relevant 
factual material pertaining to the items offered for sale. JHA can not and does 
not undertake full due diligence on every item sold. Buyers therefore have the 
responsibility to carry out their own inspection and investigations to satisfy 
themselves as the nature of the items, which they are interested in buying. We 
specifically draw your attention to Conditions 23 through 28, which limit the 
extent to which the seller and JHA may be liable. We also draw to the attention 
of all sellers, their individual consignment receipt, incorporated herein, which 
sets out the relationship between the “seller” and JHA. 


For the purposes of these conditions Jeffrey Hoare Auctions, Inc. is referred to 
as “JHA”, “auctioneer”, “us” or “we” and actual prospective buyers and sellers 


are, as applicable, referred to as “you” and “your’, or “buyer” and “seller”. 
Definitions of Terms: 


The following terms, placed in quotation marks, shall have the meaning set 
out below: 

(a) “buyer” means the person who makes the highest acceptable bid or 
that person's pre-authorized representative; 

(b)”buyer’s premium” means the commission on the “hammer price” pay- 
able to JHA at the rates listed in the auction catalogue, together with an 
amount in lieu of any taxes applicable to said commission; 

(c) “hammer price” means the price at which an item is knocked down by 
the auctioneer to the “buyer” or, in the case of postal auctions, the agreed 
price; in both cases excluding the “buyer's premium’; 

(d) “seller” means the person or persons that have ownership of the mer- 
chandise offered. In the case of multiple ownership, each of the owners 
shall assume, jointly and severally, all obligations, liabilities, and repre- 
sentations, warranties, and indemnities as set forth in these Conditions 
of Business; 

(e) “seller's commission” means the amount payable to JHA by the seller at 
the rates applicable at the date of the sale of the property or the date of 
loss or damage to the property, if applicable; 

(f) “net sale proceeds” means the “hammer price” of the lot sold, less the 
“seller's commission” and “expenses”; 

(g) “expenses” as related to the sale of items at auction means, but not 
limited to, JHA’ charges for insurance, collection, advertising, catalogue 
reproduction and photography, packing and shipping costs, research, 
taxes and or duties or charges for other services requested by the “seller” 
in conjunction with the sale. 


General Conditions: 


1. For Canadian residents a 10% buyers commission, plus 7 % GST or 15% 
HST, where applicable, will be added to the hammer price of each lot pur- 
chased. Residents of Ontario will be subject to an additional 8% provincial 
tax. For international buyers only an 11.5 % buyer's commission will be 
added to the hammer price of each lot purchased. These amounts are pay- 
able by the buyer as part of the total purchase price. Lots are not shipped 
until full payment is received. 


2. We reserve the right to withdraw or combine any lot at our discretion. 


3. In conformity with Canadian Law, no coin or currency lots will be opened 
at less than the face value. 


4, JHA reserves the right to reject any bids not made in good faith and further 
reserves the right to exclude any bidder from participating in its sales for 
any reason deemed appropriate and at our sole discretion. 


5. All bidders in any JHA auction expressly waive any claim or right to an 
accounting, damages or compensation arising out of JHA’ failure to 
receive or execute any bid due to exclusion, clerical error or other causes. 
No bids will be accepted from any person who has not signed a registration 
form or bidder sheet. 


6. No minors may participate in our sales. 


7. Ifyou make a bid at auction you do so as principal and will be held per- 
sonally and solely liable for that bid unless we have previously agreed with 
you in writing that you do so on behalf of an identified third party who is 
acceptable to us. In circumstances where we have so agreed, both you and 
the third party will be jointly and severally liable for all obligations aris- 
ing from the bid and the third party shall be bound by the Conditions of 
Business by your bidding as their agent in the same way as if they were bid- 
ding personally. Agents should note that JHAs stated warranties apply only 
to the registered bidder to whom the lot is sold, and can not be extended 
to any undisclosed thirdparty. All agents are therefore advised to register 
their agency and principal with JHA prior to the sale. No exceptions will be 
granted. 


8. Title to all lots remains with JHA until payment in full is received.

11. By placing a bid in this sale, you agree that this agreement is made in 
Ontario by the Auction House's entry of your bid, and that disputes 
concerning the agreement shall be decided by the application of Ontario 
law. In the event of a dispute or non-payment, JHA may elect to proceed 
judicially, in which case the bidder consents to jurisdiction and venue in 
the Courts of Ontario. Ifan account is referred to an attorney for collection, 
the buyer agrees to hold JHA harmless and indemnify for all costs of col- 
lection, including actual reasonable attorney's fees, with interest at 1.5% 
per month (18% p.a.) accruing on the entire amount paid.

This extremely rare token was issued by Peter McAuslane a hardware merchant on Water Street, St. John’s, Newfoundland, sometime in the early 1840s and 
most of them may have been destroyed by the great St. John’s fire of 1846. It lacks a mark of value and because of its small size may have been used as an 
advertising piece instead of actually circulating as specie. 


There are very few genuine examples known, two examples are in the Bank of Canada’s National Currency Collection. Previous appearances include the sale 
of the Murdoch Collection in 1903, a Lyman Low sale in 1904, the auctions of the W. W. C. Wilson collection in 1925, 1926 and 1927, the sale of the Wickham 
collection in 1947, the sale of the Howard Gibbs Collection at the ANA in 1952 and Jeffrey Hoare Auctions Inc. Sale 72 in 2002. Some of these sales are repeat 
appearances of the same specimens. 


This piece has been buried in the ground for a number of years however, it is well preserved, if difficult to grade. It is a dark brown colour with some light 
green verdigris, porous surfaces as to be expected, and has been slightly reduced in size and weight with some of the details being lost.

“The first Upper Canada bank to begin business was the private institution established by Kingston merchants in 1819, and known by its rivals as the “Pretended” 
Bank of Upper Canada. The founders had sought a charter, but residents of Little York (later Toronto) high in the councils of the inner circle, had calmly appropriated 
* the bill and secured incorporation for themselves under the name of the Bank of Upper Canada. The Kingston petitioners were given as a consolation prize a charter 
for the Bank of Kingston, stripped of the promise of government aid contained in the other charter. They proved unable to raise the £20,000 required before business 
could begin, and the charter lapsed. The private bank, however, controlled to some extent by the same interests, continued for a time only too actively. Notes were 
issued lavishly. Two directors borrowed an amount equal to the whole paid-up capital, and others used the bank’s funds to shave private notes at double rates. Funds 
were locked up in thinly-disguised real estate speculation. Quarrels led to a run on the bank, followed by suspension in 1822. A long and costly liquidation used up 
almost all the remaining assets. The notes yielded slightly more than fifty cents on the dollar, but the stockholders lost everything.”

Between 1921 and 1945 he was ADC and Comptroller at Government House in Ottawa, serving five Canadian Governor Generals. He was made a Temporary 
Lieut-Colonel in May 1930, was given Brevet Lieutenant Colonelcy in November 1933 and was awarded the CBE in LG 3 June 1935. Made a Temporary Colonel 
in February 1936, promoted substantive Lieutenant-Colonel in February 1936 and February 1937. Awarded the CVO in LG 27 June 1946 and retired as Colonel 
on 1 July 1946. Made a Commander of the Order of St. John in 1947 and promoted to Knight of the Order in 1954, he was also director of the Canadian Corps of 
Commissionaires.

Major General in 1930 before he retired that year. 


He was profoundly interested in gun calibration, and invented a calibration sight for the Navy. As well in conjunction with his brother (Admiral 
Sir. F C. Dreyer, GBE, KCB) they produced a “Dreyer Table”, which assisted Coastal Artillery to engage targets when visibility was poor. In the early 
1920's he came up with the gun howitzer idea for Field Artillery, but trials with a 30 pounder gun proved unsuccessful. However, 7 years later the 
famed 25 pounder was developed from his idea.

Canada Gazette 06-04-1946: Lieutenant Francis Gavan Power of Royal Rifles of Canada was taken prisoner in Hong Kong on Christmas Day 1941 and was one 
of only seven Canadians that were awarded the Military Cross for service in Hong Kong. 


In September 1941 the Canadian Government received a telegram from the British Government requesting two battalions of infantry to bolster the garrison at 
Hong Kong. The Canadians chose the Royal Rifles of Canada and the Winnipeg Grenadiers to fill this assignment. Accordingly a small force of nearly 2000 officers 
and men sailed from Vancouver aboard the SS Awatea, disembarking at Hong Kong on 16 November 1941. The two battalions were under-equipped, having little 
mortar ammunition and no transport available. The trucks that were to accompany the unit were diverted for use in the Philippines due to the events of the war. 
These were to have serious consequences a short time later. 


The arrival of the Canadians, designated as Force C, under the command of Brigadier J. K. Lawson was a historical event and was reported enthusiastically in the 
local press. The Canadian troopers were also impressed with Hong Kong, where their money could buy many things that were unavailable to them in Canada. The 
conditions of the barracks and general appearance of the camp was excellent and more than made up for the previous camp they had been stationed at. This reverie 
was to last a short 17 days before the Japanese attacked the colony. 


On 18/19 December the Japanese launched a heavy artillery barrage on the northern areas and followed in with elements of the 229" Regiment being conv eyed 
ashore in collapsible assault boat and powered landing craft. The attack focused on the pill-boxes and defences on the shore line. [hese were soon overrun with 
heavy casualties. The Japanese launched second and third prongs to the attack and were heavily engaged with both the East and West Brigades of the defending 
force. 


The defenders began to launch counter-attacks on the 20 December, attempting to dislodge the troops entrenched on the hills. Lieutenant Francis Power led 
an attack “displaying outstanding ability and initiative” which drove the enemy from the crest of Bridge Hill. Throughout the heavy fighting casualties had been 
mounting and the defender’s were forced to withdraw from the ground that had been gained at such high cost. Gradually the positions deteriorated and casualties 
mounted forcing the concentration of the remaining defenders. On 25 December word was received that the force had surrendered the defence in the face of 
overwhelming Japanese Army, Navy and Air Forces surrounding the island. The Royal Rifles of Canada suffered a total of 130 men killed in action and a further 227 
wounded, a casualty rate of 37 per cent. The casualty ratios for Officers and senior NCO’s was even higher at 43 and 48 per cent respectiv ely. 


The remaining officer's and men of the Royal Rifles of Canada including Lieutenant Power, were taken into captivity as Prisoners of War. The conditions and 
treatment that the Canadians were subjected to were horrible. The regiment lost another 130 men during the time of their captivity.
